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CROP  PROSPECTS 

The  cotton  area  of  Australia  for  the  I922-23  crop  is  reported  to  be 
40,000  acres,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture,    This  is  more  than  double  the  cotton  area  of  1921-22. 

No  changes  in  the  condition  of  fall  grain  crops  in  Europe  and  North 
Africa  have  been  reported  since  the  last  issue  when  the  crops  were  satisfactory. 

Heavy  rains  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  have  filled  the  reservoirs  of 
the  irrigated  areas  in  Orange  Free  State,  according  to  the  London  Times  of 
February  13,  as  a  result  of  which  record  crops  are  anticipated. 

PRODUCTION  NOTES. 

wheat  is  the  most  extensively  grown  crop  of  Spain  occupying  nearly  50 
per  cent  of  the  total  area  sown  to  crops  exclusive  of  hay. 

The  1922  production  of  wheat  amounted  to  .125 1^69, 000  bushels,  which  was 
about  ik  per  cent  less  than  in  1Q21  and  about  4  per  cent  less  than  the  five  year 
pre-war  average. 

The  1Q22  harvest  in  Spain  was  smaller  than  that  of  I92I ,  corn,  kidney 
beans,  peanuts  and  rice  being  the  only  crops  for  which  the  1922  production  was 
larger  than  that  of  1Q21.  Ccmpared  with  the  period  1309-13 ,  however,  the  1922 
production  was  about  average,  some-  crops  showing  moderate  gains  and  others 
moderate  losses.    Among  the  important  changes  are  peanuts,  which  gave  a  produc- 
tion in  I922  of  2,051, 140  bushels,  which  is  about  a  third  more  than  the  pre-war 
average,  and  rice,  with  a  production  of  373 »339 »0C0  pounds,  which  is  about  a 
half  more  than  the  pre-war  figure. 

The  maximum  amount  of  Russian  flax  fiber  available  for  export  of  a  crop 
of  about  180,564,000  pounds,  has  been  estimated  at  about  72,000,000  pounds  ac- 
cording to  the  "Economic  Life"  of  Moscow.    The  Russian  mill  requirements  of 
Russia  for  the  first  six  months  of  1923  -re  placed  at  about  5^»uu0»u0u  pounds 
and  the  local  home  consumption  for  the  1322-23  crop  season  is  placed  at 
108,000,000  pounds.    The  carry  over  from  the  previous  season  is  about  5^»0°Cfu0u 
pounds  1 

HORSES,  MULES  AND  ASSES. 

The  total  number  of  horses  for  all  countries  reporting,  according  to 
latest  estimates  is  104,233,000  head.     Of  the  countries  for  which  figures  are 
available  both  before  and  since  the  war  the  total  number  according  to  recent 
estimates  is  103,554,000  as  compared  with  a  pre-war  total  of  about-  116,495,000 
or  a  decrease  of  about  U  per  cent.    This  decreased  number  is  accounted  for  by 
the  decreases  in  the  United  States  and  Russia, which  amount  to  nearly  13,000,000. 
Increases  are  reported  for  Argentina,  Canada,  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and

most  of  the  neutral  European  countries.    Russia  is  the  most  important  country 
with  respect  to  the  number  of  horses,  having  a  total  of  23,670,000  head  in  1921, 
of  which  about  three  fourths  are  in  European  Russia.     The  United  States  is  next 
in  importance  with  21,472,772  head  in  1920, 

The  total  number  cf  mules  and  asses  for  all  countries    reporting  is  es- 
timated tc  be  25,670,234  head.     Estimates  for  those  countries  for  which  reports 
are  available  both  before  and  since  the  war  amount  to  2^,432,000  head  according 
to  the  recent  estimates  as  compared  with  23,6lS,OCO  head  according  to  the  pre- 
war estimate.    The  United  States  ranks  first  among  the  countries  reporting  the 
number  of  mules  and  asses,  having  5,898,117  head.    Brazil  ranks  second  with 
1,865,259  head  and  India  third  with  1,781,966  head.  When  all  farm  work  ..animals 
are  taken  into  consideration  India  assumes  first  place  with  a  total  of 
62,716,000  animals  including  work  horses,  mules,  donkeys,  oxen,  buffaloes  and 
camels* 

The  area  of  land  cultivated  -per  farm  work  animal  in  Belgium  is  .estimated 
to  be  23.3  acres.     The  horses  included  in  the  work  animals  are  those  three  years 
old  and  over.    Assuming  that  about  30  per  cent  of  the  young  horses  are  between 
two  and  three  years  old  the  area  'of  land  cultivated  per  farm  work  animal  in- 
cluding horses  over  two  years  old  would  amount  to  about  19*3  acres* 

The  United  States  which  ranks  second,  cultivates  15.9  acres  per  work 
animal  over  two  years  old.    The  area  cultivated  per  work  animal  in  the  United^ 
States  is  larger  than  for  most  countries,  due  to  the  great  use  that  is  made  ox 
machinery  and  the  -'increasing  use  of  machinery.  . 

Horses'  Exported-  from  the  United  Kingdom'  amounted  to  48,000  and  18,000 
head  in  1Q21  and  1922,  respectively,  as  compared  with  26y000  and  21 ,000  horses 
and  mules  shipped  from  the  United  States  during  the  same  period.    Both  Belgium 
and  France  imported  approximately  40,000  horses  and  mules  m  I92O  and  20,0U0 
in  1921.  :  ■ 5 

Singe  the  close  of  the  war  the  United  States  has  imported  less  than 
half  of  the  number  of  forges  that,  she  did  during  the  pre-war  years,  I9C9  to 
lojr     Canada  has  supplied  from  80  to  90  per  cent  of  tne  total  imports  uurmg 
recent  years,  whereas  during  the  pre-war,  period  she  furnished  aoout  >i  per  cenu 
and  Mexico  and  France  each  supplied. about,  one- fifth  01  the  total  imports. 

The  domestic  export  trade  in  horses  and  mules  since  the  war  shows  a^ 
decrease  in  the  number  of  horses  and  an  increase  in  the  number  01  mules.  A 
1918-1922  average  compared  with  a  IpS  average  would  be  as  follows.  Horses , 
pre-war,  27,S4l;  post  war,  22,757.'    Mules,  pre-war  4,835;  post-war,  10,4fab. 

Mexico  is  the  heaviest  purchaser  .of  both  horses  and  mules  since 
though  Canada  took  more  than  any  other  country  bef or e  the  war*.  ^ports_oi  muies 
to  Cuba  almost  doubled  in  1919  and  1920  but  dropped  in  I92I  ana  19^2  below  a 
pre-war  average.

The  average  import  value  of  Canadian  horses  ranged  between  $130^and  $.155 
per  head  during  the  years  1313  to  1=22  while  the  small  shipments  from  France 
ranged  from  $^33  to  $4,lU6  per  head  and  those  from  the  United  Kingdom  from 

$1,223  to  $3,353.  "  ; 

Prices  of  horses  in  France  and  Belgium  remained  in  I32I  higher  than 
before  the  war  while  in  the  United  States  they  were  in  that  year  below  the  pre- 
war level  with  a  still  lower  tendency  in  1322. 

MARKET,  TRADE  AND  PRICE  NOTES  .  .  . 

Russian  rye,  to  the  extent  of  20  carloads  a  day,  is  being  shipped  into 
Finland,  according  to  reports  in  the  Finnish  papers.    Freight  traf  fic^between 
Finland  and  Russia  is  very  active  at  present  and  it  is  reported  that  Finnish  . 
merchants  have  ordered  in  all  about  oOO  carloads  of  Russian  rye.     It  is  also, 
reported  that  the  Soviet  Government  has  offered  20,000  tons  of  rye  to  Norway 
and  50,000  tons  to  Stockholm,  but  that  no  sales  have  yet  taken  place  because 
American  rye  is  cheaper. 

Prices  of  American  aocles  on  British  markets  show  little  change  from 
last  week. 

V.'eekly  shj-pmer.ts  of  Mexican  bananas,  amounting  to  20,000  bunches,  are 
expected  to  be  made  frcm  Vera  Cruz  direct  to  New  Orleans  by' July  of  this  year, 
according  to  the  American  Consul  at  that  station.     It  is  estimated  that  ap- 
proximately 5,000  acres  are  now  bearing  in  the  State  of  Oaxaea  with  another 
5,000  to  come  in  by  July.  About  100  Spanish  planters  are  engaged  in  this  in- 
dustry along  the  Papaloapam  River,  about  five  miles  frcm  Vera  Cruz. 

German  cotton  spinners  desire  to  -purchase  American  raw  cotton  to  be 
paid  for  with  the  same  cotton  manufactured  as  yarn  or  cloth.     One  firm  at 
Leipzig  has  expressed  a  desire'  to  purchase  300,000  tons  of  raw  cotton  (middling 
2S-23  to  fully  middling  28-3©)'  on  that  basis.    The  consul  states  that  there  are 
other  concerns  in  Germany  which  desire  many  times  this  amount  of  American  raw 
cotton  for  manufacture  under  the  terms  of  payment  above  mentioned. 

A  dairy  commission  has  been  appointed  by  the  Canadian  Government  to 
study  the  dairy  industry  of  New  Zealand  and  Australia.    The  committee  sailed 
for  Australia  on  January  26.    The  subject  of  study  will  include  milk  production 
manufacturing  of" butter  and  cheese,  grading  systems,  marketing  and  shipping.

According  to  the  available  information  the  area  sown  to  flax  fiber  in  1922 
amounted  to  ahout  1,000,000  acres  the  total  production  of  which  is  estimated  to 
he  about  180,561*, 000  pounds,  being  about  25  per  cent  of  the  pre-war  production  for 
the  same  territory* 

Stocks  from  the  previous  seasons  are  estimated  at  about  54, 000, 000  pounds 
and  the  total  supply  amounts  to  234,000,000  pounds  approximately*     Of  this  amount 
about  108,000,000  pounds  are  estimated  to  be  required  for  local  home  consumption. 
So  that  the  total  available  supply  for  mills  and  export  is  about  126,000,000  pounds 
The  minimum  mill  requirements  for  the  coming  6  months  are  estimated  to  be 
9I+, 000, 000  pounds.     Thus  the  maximum  quantity  available  for  export  is  in  the 
neighborhood  of  72,000,000  pounds,
